Drainage, bike lane, 
sidewalk project 
may begin in 2019

Yet another state road 
project, this time on Route 
187 south of the Route 57 ex- 
pressway, may make getting 
around town more difficult in 
the short term — though it is 
expected to improve visibili- 
ty and reduce flooding in the 
long run. 

The three Agawam res- 
idents attending a public 
hearing on the project this 
week were outnumbered by 
the town and state engineers 
making the presentation. Res- 
idents at the Nov. 14 meeting 
expressed concerns about the 
efficacy of the proposed drain- 
age system and the cost of land 
takings for the widened right- 
of-way, but no fundamental 
opposition to the project itself. 

In addition to rebuilding the 
roadway and improving drain- 
age, the project will add side- 
walks and bike lanes to both 
sides of South Westfield Street 
from the driveway of Feeding 
Hills Self-Storage south to the 
start of Pine Street, and then 
about 400 feet down Pine 
Street. Crosswalks with flash- 
ing lights would be installed 
at the intersection of South 
Westfield and Pine streets, and 
across South Westfield Street

Panel 
may look 
at solar 

zoning 


Mayor's proposal rejected 
in favor of ‘fresh start’

City Councilors wont consider Mayor 
Richard Cohen’ proposal of a new solar 
zoning ordinance — the third such try in 
less than a year — but do plan to continue 
the discussion, following a vote last week. 

At their Nov. 9 meeting, councilors vot- 
ed 10-1, with Councilor Richard Theroux in 
the minority, to remove the mayor's pro- 
posal from their agenda. 

“This has been considered and denied 
bar twice,’ said Councilor Robert Rossi. “Pro- 
Z cedurally, this ordinance has no business 

2 before us. I don't think we can legally dis- 
cuss this without starting fresh’ 

Councilor Gina Letellier said Theroux 
and his Legislative Subcommittee should 
not have been surprised that repeated at- 
tempts at passing a solar zoning ordinance 
failed. Each time, an ordinance to allow 
solar farms in industrial zones only — not 
in agricultural or business zones — had the 
support of a majority on the council, but 
failed by one vote to achieve the superma- 
jority necessary for a zoning change. 

“We kept getting the same ordinance, 
Letellier said. “I sill think we can get this 
done by the end of the year. I'm hopeful’ 

Earlier in the year, opponents of the 
ordinance had suggested allowing solar 
farms in agricultural zones on a special 
permit basis. Lately, Rossi and other coun- 
cilors have suggested an overlay zoning 
district, which would allow the council 
to draw a separate zoning map for solar 
arrays to ensure that they are not placed

Precinct election results show divides

City Councilor Donald Rheault 
got a standing ovation at last 
weeks meeting, about 24 hours 
after he learned that he would 
not retain his seat on the board 
in 2018. 

Rheault, who has been a coun- 
cilor with only brief interruptions 
since the 1980s and is considered 
the “dean” of the board, struggled 
to speak through his emotions. He 
has “no regrets” about his service. 

“Td like to thank all the people 
of Agawam for having their trust 
and confidence for the past 30 
years, Rheault said. “It’s a won- 
derful town.’ 

Rheault, who finished 11th in 
the polling in 2015, dropped to 
13th this year, the second run- 
ner-up in the 22-way race for 11 
at-large seats. He ran in the mid- 
dle of the pack in all eight pre- 
cincts, finishing as high as 10th 
place in precinct 2 (northern 
Feeding Hills, voting at Grang- 
er School) and in precinct 3 (the 
Line, Mill and Rowley street areas, 
voting at the High School), his 
home precinct. 

The only other incumbent 
councilor to fail in a bid for 
re-election was Richard Theroux, 
who finished 15th this year after 
rocketing to 5th place in his re-

Of the councilors who were elected, Le- 
tellier and fellow incumbent Anthony Suf- 
friti showed the greatest variation in their 
results. Balancing her win of precinct 1 and 
fourth-place finish in her home precinct, 4, 
Letellier finished 12th in precinct 5. Suffriti 
placed as high as second in precinct 1 and 
as alowas 14th in precincts 5 and 7. 

Mineo and Robert Magovern also had 
individual precinct results outside the top 
11, despite making the cut in the overall 
vote. 

Among those who were not elected, 
challengers Douglas Reed and Peter Mc- 
Nair had the highest individual precinct 
results, with seventh-place showings for 
Reed in precincts 5 and 7, and for McNair 
in precinct 8. 





18th to 20th, and he finished 19th overall. 
Former Mayor Susan Dawson finished in 
last place in all eight precincts. 

Two of Agawams precincts, 1 and 5, 
will not have any of their residents on the 
11-member council when it reconvenes for 
2018. There were four candidates from pre- 
cinct 5 in this monthss election — Cohen, 
Dawson, Joseph Moore and Ronald Wie- 
ners — and all lost. There were no candi- 
dates at all from precinct 1. 

Four precincts will be represented by 
just one councilor, with the remaining 
seven councilors coming from just two 
precincts—three from precinct 6 (Bitzas, 
Cavallo and Mineo) and four from precinct 
2 (Mercadante, Rossi, Christopher Johnson 
and Rosemary Sandlin). 

In the mayoral race, Willliam Sapelli 
had a margin of victory of 2-to-1 or bet- 
ter in almost every precinct. The closest 
Cichetti came was 34.2 percent of the vote 
in precinct 8. Sapellis best precinct was 7, 
where he captured 70.4 percent of the vote. 

For School Committee, top finisher 
Shelley Borgatti-Reed captured all but two 
precincts, 7 and 8, both of which went to 
Anthony Bonavita, with Borgatti-Reed fin- 
ishing second. Bonavita finished no lower 
than third in any precinct. 

Challenger Tracy Wilkie, who finished 
sixth in the overall vote, was the only of the 
six successful candidates who finished low- 
er than sixth in any individual precinct.

Matt Chase, from the engineering firm VHB, 
which designed the plans, said it was important 
to address the lack of bicycle and pedestrian in- 
frastructure along this corridor. Route 187 is pop- 
ular with cyclists, and residents of the newly built 
Soldier On veterans housing project on South 
Westfield Street — about a half-mile from the 
Pine Street split — are expected to benefit from 
a safer walking connection to shops and public 
transportation in Feeding Hills Center. 

Agawams town engineer, Michelle Chase, 
said she hopes to carry the sidewalks north to 
Hendom Drive, and the bike lanes all the way to 
Feeding Hills Center, as a town-funded project. 
She said she would also hope to build a sidewalk 
connection to Soldier On. 

The state project may begin construction as 
soon as 2019, which could mean lane closures 
on South Westfield Street at the same time as 
roadwork on three other high-volume crossroads 
in Agawam: the nearby Feeding Hills Center in- 
tersection, where Southwick, Springfield, North 
Westfield and South Westfield streets meet; 
across town, O’Brien Corner at Maple, North 
and Springfield streets; and, a little farther be- 
yond, on Main, Springfield, Suffield and Walnut 


streets as part of the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge re- 
construction. All four projects are intended to 
improve traffic flow and to increase accessibility 
for pedestrians and bicyclists. 

The town is also considering installing “traffic 
calming” speed humps in the Hendom Drive neigh- 
borhood, which connects directly to South West- 
field Street, sometime in the next couple years. 

Work on Route 187 will be done during the 
day and will probably take one construction sea- 
son. Matt Chase said he expected lane shifts and 
alternating one-way traffic during construction, 
but not a full closure of the road. 

Michelle Chase said the South Westfield Street 
project was originally proposed in 1996 as the 
first phase of a drainage-and-widening recon- 
struction of Route 187 both south and north of 
Feeding Hills Center. Phase 2 would have made 
similar improvements from Feeding Hills Cen- 
ter past North Street to Allison Lane; problems 
with phase 3, which would have covered the rest 
of North Westfield Street as far as the Westfield 
city line, caused the entire project to be delayed 
for decades. Plans for phase 3 require taking land 
from Robinson State Park to build a stormwater 
drainage basin. That section of Route 187 was re- 
cently repaved, but without the proposed drain- 
age improvements. 

She said the town would still like to pursue 
phase 2 as a future project.

Don’t hold

ung cancer took the lives of over 
|> Massachusetts residents in 

2015, and this year experts esti- 
mate an additional 4,890 new cases di- 
agnosed in this state alone. 

According to the states cancer pro- 
file from the National Cancer Institute, 
which uses data from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, Hamp- 
den County has an incidence rate of 65.6 
cases per 100,000 people. The national 
average is 61.2. 

This year alone, the National Cancer 
Institute estimates 222,500 new cases 
nationwide - second only to breast can- 
cer in women - and 155,870 deaths. 

For decades, lung cancer has been 
the nations leading cause of cancer 
deaths among men and women, but 
both awareness about the disease and 
incidents of screening remain critical- 
ly low. During Lung Cancer Awareness 
Month this November, the American 
Lung Associations LUNG FORCE initia- 
tive is empowering people to speak with 
their doctors and highlighting the avail- 
ability of a new lung cancer screening 
that can save lives. 

One reason why lung cancer is so 
deadly is because by the time most 
symptoms appear it may already have 
spread and become more difficult to 
treat. Lung cancer screening with a low- 
dose CT scan is a powerful tool to diag- 
nose lung cancer in individuals who are 
at high risk at an early stage, when it is 
much more likely to be curable. 

An estimated 9 million Americans 
are considered at high risk for lung can- 
cer and if only half of those at high risk 
were screened, more than 15,000 could 
be saved. Despite this lifesaving oppor- 
tunity, fewer than 5 percent of high-risk 
Americans have been screened for lung 
cancer. 

According to the CDC, those consid- 
ered high risk for lung cancer and should 
be screened are folks between the ages 
of 55 and 80 that have a history of heavy 
smoking (one pack of cigarettes a day for 
30 years, two packs a day for 15 years, 
etc.) and smoke now or have quit within 
the last 15 years. 

As a resource, the American Lung As- 
sociations LUNG FORCE initiative has 
issued the top four facts everyone should 
know about lung cancer screening: 

e A low-dose CT Scan is the only tool 
that reduces the lung cancer mortality 
rate for those at high risk. Low-dose CT 
scan is a special kind of X-ray that takes 
many pictures as you lie on a table that 
slides in and out of the machine. A com- 
puter then combines these pictures into 
a detailed picture of your body. It is pain- 
less and quick. 

e Screening is not recommended for 
everyone. Screening is recommended for 
those considered at high risk for the dis- 
ease. To learn more about your risk, take 
the lung cancer screening eligibility quiz 
at SavedBy TheScan.org and speak to your 
doctor if you think you may be at risk. 

e Awareness of lung cancer screen- 
ing is critically low. Despite the lifesav- 
ing potential of screening, 84 percent of 
those who qualify are unfamiliar with 
the low-dose CT scan, according to the 
American Lung Association's fourth an- 
nual Lung Health Barometer. 

e Screening is covered by most 
healthcare plans. Lung cancer screening 
is now covered by Medicare and most 
healthcare plans for those considered 
at high risk. However, according to the 
Lung Health Barometer, only 15 percent 
of those who qualify for screenings are 
aware that it is covered by Medicare and 
most healthcare plans at no cost. 

Lung Cancer Awareness Month is a 
time to raise awareness — everyone can 
have an impact.

Last week, Rossi sug- 
gested forming a study 
commission to examine 
the communitys needs 
and hold public hearings. 
The commission might 
also look at whether Aga- 
wams zoning should re- 
strict other applications 
of solar panels, such as 
rooftop installations or 
smaller arrays. 

Theroux said a com- 
mission isnt necessary, 
as the council has al- 
ready received advice 
from a special counsel it 
hired to study state law 
and neighboring towns 
zoning codes. ‘Theroux, 
who had been the most 
vocal councilor in favor 
of adopting the previous 
ordinance proposals, said 
he was disappointed to 
see another delay. 

“This council has 
worked on this, talked 
about this, for over six 
months, ‘Theroux said. 
“And now it’s going to go 
on and on, and the com- 
munity is not protected. 
Its this council's job to do 


this, every one of us, and 
we havent done it.’ 

He said the towns 
Building Department has 
received inquiries from 
developers about build- 
ing solar farms in town, 
and the current zoning 
code neither allows nor 
explicitly prohibits them 
anywhere, leaving their 
legality subject to debate. 
Theroux mentioned that 
residents of Kosak Court 
had to hire a lawyer to 
fight a proposed solar 
farm on agricultural land 
that abutted their resi- 
dential neighborhood. 

He argued last week 
that the mayor's latest pro- 
posal deserved a hearing, 
as it was substantially dif- 
ferent from previous pro- 
posed ordinances. The key 
difference was that “large- 
scale’ solar arrays were 
being defined as those 2 
acres and larger, rather 
than 1 acre and larger. The 
proposed solar farm at Ko- 
sak Court was 20 acres. 

The past proposed ordi- 
nances would affect large- 
scale, | ground-mounted 
arrays only. Smaller instal- 
lations, including rooftop 
solar panels on homes and 
businesses, would remain 
legal throughout Agawam.

“One day I went online and I dont even know how 
I found this, but all of a sudden No Roof Left Behind ap- 
peared. I’m pretty illiterate when it comes to sending pho- 
tographs and stuff like that, but I wanted to win so bad I 
figured out how to send the photographs along with the 
application they were asking for, she said. 

The Parrs were stressed throughout the selection 
process as finalists were narrowed down and they were 
neck-and-neck with one last contender. That’s when their 
daughter, Jessica, and son, Billy, helped rally friends from 
around the country and even in Germany to help push 
their parents over the top. 

“Were head-to-head with one other guy and he was 
ahead of us for awhile. I got in touch with my daughter and 
she got in contact with a friend in Agawam. Right there, 
that was a turning point that we werent going to fail from 
that point on, Bill said. 

Debbie added, “It was very stressful. Once the house 
was nominated, I stressed for the whole month as all the 
votes were going in. Jessica put it on the Agawam [Face- 
book] forum and everybody in Agawam got together and 
voted and they were a big help. I am just really grateful to 
everybody here in Agawam that they knew it was import- 
ant and looked at the condition of the house. They were 
wonderful.’ 

Debbie, currently a nurse at Westfield Gardens, served 
two years in the United States Air Force working in tele- 
communications when she was 18. She wanted to go into 
dentistry, but the Air Force wanted to keep her in telecom- 
munications, leading to her striking out on a new path. 

Bill enlisted when he was 17 and served three years in 
the Navy as a boatswain’s mate. 

He's worked in a lot of different fields over the years, in- 
cluding doing lots of carpentry and improving their house 
each time it tried to fall apart. However, Bill suffered a bru- 
tal car crash in 1991 that left him with a fractured C1 and 
C6 vertebrae in the neck, nine broken ribs on the left side, 
two collapsed lungs, internal bleeding, a head injury and a 
back injury. He had a 1 percent chance to live, but pulled 
through. 

Two years ago, he was out during windy weather cut- 
ting down some branches that could potentially fall and he 
lost his balance and broke his back in four places, ending 
his ability to fix up the house, making the free new roof and 
more of a blessing for the couple.
